PrRoBsT says that before he killed Cony k-
tips Caney, who was his first victim, the
hare thought of hi= design appalled him. He

who

ralsed the axe thrice beiore he could strike,
And yet we have his own admission. that
atter he had raken the lite of that poor boy,
who was his compunion in want and toil, he
felt a sudden thirst for blood, and could have
slaughtered a bhundred more without com-
punction. This Is all natural enough. In
these cases the difficuity hes in the frst step.
As “Lady Macbeth” says:—
“Phe attempt, and not the deed, contounds us.’
But when the instinetive antipathy to mur-
der, implanted in almost every human breast, |
is once overcome by motives strong enough
to conquer it, and the gulf that divides Inno-
cence from guilt Is passed at a leap, there
would seem to be an instant teansformation of
a creature with moral sensibilities and hu-
mane sympathies into a demon with none, Tt
is, perhaps, seldom that any one becomes a
consummate criminal at once, Growth in
erime is usually very gradual, the commission
of & small offtnse leading naturally to the
next in magnitude, until at last, by a process
ol bardening demoralization, more or less
slow, the transgressor is carrled forward to
the utmost extreme of depravation and gaiit
But il Proosr {8 t,be helieved, he yant,
through no such progression in imqguity, but
reached the highest limit of crime at a single
bound. But this is not altogether true; for
he has revealed enough of his antecedents to
show that he did not become utierly bad at
once, though the strides he took In erime were
but lew and wide apart. He declares that he
had done no wrong before coming to this
country in 1863, Immediately afterwards, |
however, he became a deserter and bounty-
jumper, which included lying and robbery,
and having passed these grades in his down-
ward descent in sin, intemperance and de-
bauchery, and a reckless profligacy in the use
of money wrongly obtained. were quite suffl-
clent to entirely corrupt and debase a moral
character not naturally good and a meatal |
organization not strong enough to resist the
mpulses of a sensual and wicked dis-
position. Nor is it hard to reconcile
the revulsion from the first homicide with
the prompt perpetration of the whole eighy
in the frightiul series of murders. Moral
cowardice broke down at once with moral
repugnance to the greatest ol erimes. The |
nitial act in thie tragedy, in point of atrocity
and responsibility, included all the succeed-
ing acta; and with a sense ol overwhelming
guilt came, o1 course, a tee'ing of despera-
tion. Hence, be who can persuade himself
to commit one murder may eusily fancy
that, under certain circamstances, the com-
mission of a dozen or more might improve
his chances of escape, while not essentially
increasing his criminality. Thus Propst
may have reasoned, if he reasoned at all, and
50 thinking, he probably said to himsell:—

“1 am in blood
Stepped in so far, that, should I wade no more,
Returning were a8 tedious as go o'er.”

There is another leature in his case that is I
rather curious. If, as he says, he shrunk so
much from the bare idea of the murders, how
marvellously strange must seem the mateh-
less coolness of his conduct immediately altar
he had killed the whole DEARING family!
Besides searching the house for money and
other valuables, putting them up in a enrpet-
bag, to be carcied away, he tells us that
he “shaved himselt with Mr. Deanivea's
razor, washed and dressed himself, put Mr.
DeAriNG's clothes on, and then ate some
bread and butter,” Here, truly, was a most
remarkable exhibition of composure under
conditions the most appalling, and yet it is
not more amazing or inexplicable thao is the
apparent inconsistency of the demoniacal
malice that murdered eight human beings
and then quietly enjoyed a supper in the very
chambers ol the slaughtered family, with the
thoughtfulness that cared o the last imoment
for the wants of horses and chickens, if that,
Indeed, can e traced to any lingering senti-
mout of human pity, rather than to some less
worthy motive.

On tha whole, this case ol ANTOINE Pronst
is cerlalnly extraordinary in many respects,
and will, no doubt, be ranked in criminal an-
pal: among the pguses celebres.

The Unjust Demands of the Rebe! States
tor Superior Power.

WE cannot too often call the attention of' the
voters of this State to the issue of equualizing
the basis of Coneressional representation, as
a condtion precedent to the admission of the
Rebel communities us States into the Union.
